WHEREAS,  John  Beverley  Bobinson,  ThomM  Brown, 
George  S.  Jonep,  Robert  Dodgaon,  F.  W.   Ooate, 
George  T.  Walton,  George  Bllton.  George  Thongs,  Henry 
Godson,  Julian  Sale.  Isaac  Faulkner,  B.  Saunders,  Frank 
John  Joseph,  and  others,  have,  by  their  potion  to  the  Legis- 
lature, represented  that,  the  Aasociation,  of  wjnch  they  are 
members,  known  as  the  St.  George's  Society  of  Toronto,  has 
for  many  years  been  formed  for  the  benevolent  purpos^a?  ol 
affording  pocumaify,  medical,  and  other  relief  to  such  natives 
of  England  and  Wales,  and  their  descendants  asmay  [ro^ 
sickness  or  other  causes  have  fallen  into  distress,  and  have 
prayed  thAt  for  the  better  attainment  of  the  objects  ofihe 
saidf  Association,  it  may  be  invested  with  corporate  powers, 
and  by  teason  of  the  good  affected  by  the  Association,  it  is 
expedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  sMd  petition :  Ther  jfore, 
Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  tae  Le- 
gislative Counciland  Assembly  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows:

By-Law  I.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  such  persons  of 
English  birth  or  descent,  in  the  male  line,  as  shall  >  elected

In  addition  to  the  officers  named  in  the  Act  of  Par- 
liament Incorporating  the  Society,  six  stewards  shall  be 
elected  who  shaU  arrange  for  the  celebration  of  the  Annual 
Festival  on  St  Gborge's  Day,  and  report  such  arrangements 
at  the  quarterly  meeting  next  preceding  for  adoption.  Also 
a  Marshall  and  Standard  Bearers  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  President. 

IV.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  elected  as  follows : 
Any  member  may  nominate  a  Candidate  for  each  office,  in 
succession ;  and  in  the  event  of  more  than  one  noifiination 
for  any  one  office,  the  decision  shall  be  by  ballot. 

V.  The  President  and  Vice-Presidents  shall  not  be  eligible 
for  re-election  to  the  offices  respectively  filled  by  them  for 
the  next  succeeding  year.

which  leads  to  their  application  to  the  society,  and  last,  not 
least,  a  recommendation  from  some  one  to  whom  they  are 
known  (the  Clergyman  of  their  Church  preferred)  that  the 
ciise  is  one  really  deserving  of  relief.    These  particulars 
being  noted,  the  applicant  retires  while  the  Committee 
deliberate ;  if  satisfied  a  sum  of  money  or  an  order  for 
food  ot  fuel  is  given ;  if  not,  one  of  the  Committee  under- 
takes personally  to  visit  and  report  on  the  case.    At  these 
meetings  the  applications  are  frequently  very  numerous, 
but  Qn  no  oceasioni  although  their  sittings  have  at  times 
been  much  protracted  have  they  risen  until  every  case  pre- 
senting itself  has  been  disposed  of.

"  The  distribution  took  place  in  one  of  the  stores  under 
the  Remain  Buildings  kindly  lent  to  the  Society  for  the 
occasion  by  the  Hon.  Mr.  Attorney  aeneral  McDonald.  In 
an  appended  sheet  are  givea  the  names  of  those  who  sub- 
scribed in  money  and  kind,  and  whiler  any  attempt  to  par- 
ticularize individual  ettergy  on  an  occasion  where  the 
energies  of  all  were  most  pleasurably  displayed  may  be 
considered  invidious,  the  manual  labor  given  by  Mr.

**  Before  concluding  their  report  your  committee  desire 
to  bring  before  the  Society  a  subject  which  has  frequently 
occupied  their  own  deliberations,  and  the  importance  of 
which  they  deem  so  great  that  they  embody  it  in  their  re- 
port for  the  future  consideration  of  the  Society.     It  is  the 
acquisition  at  the  earliest  possible  day  of  suitable  rooms  in 
some  good  locality  to  bear  the  name  of  the  Society,  and 
where  both  its  committee  and  public  meetings  can  be  held. 
Your  committee  in  drawing  attention  to  this  matter,  desire 
at  the  same  time  to  record  their  thorough  approval  of  the 
high  character  attaching  to  the  "  Globe  Hotel."  where  the 
meetings  of  the  Society  have  been  so  long  held,  and  from 
the  worthy  proprietors  of  which  your  committee  have  to 
acknowledge  the  greatest  courtesy,  attention  and  assistance 
in  all  matters  connected  with  the  Society,  but  they  are 
deeply  impressed  with  the  conviction  that  our  association 
never  can  take  its  proper  place  as  a  Benevolent  Society 
while  its  meetings  are  held  at  an  hotel,  and  that  many  will 
be  induced  to  become  members  and  give  valuable  aid,  so 
soon  as  the  Society  acquires  its  "  St.  George's  Hall"  in  some 
separate  building.    The  expense  attending  the  acquisition 
of  such  a  room  need  not  be  considerable.    With  the  banners 
and  ensigns  of  the  Society  it  could  be  readily  and  appropri- 
ately decorated,  and  but  for  the  various  other  calls  on  the 
liberality  of  the  members  during  the  past  year,  it  was  the 
hope  of  the  Committee  that  they  might  have  initiated  some 
step  towards  the  accomplishment  of  this  change — as  it  is, 
'they  warmly  commend  it  to  the  Society. 

"  Finally,  your  Committee  desire  to  appeal  urgently  to 
members  of  the  Society  to  pay  up  arrears  of  dues  and  for 

nunotualitv  in  navine  the  annual  subscription  into  the 
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hands  of  the  Treasurer.  A  reference  to  the  balance  sheet 
appended  to  their  wport  will  at  once  shew  th«t  the  receipts 
of  the  past  year  have  been  chieiBy  made  up  of  «uma  raised 
bj  what  they  may  term  extraordinary  efforts,  while  the 
ordfwary  dues  of  membera  remain  unpaid.  The  collector 
of  the  Society  has  now  a  long  list  of  dues  in  arrear  in  his 
hands  for  collection,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  when 
this  lleport  is  read,  and  the  efforts  of  the  Society  well  con- 
sidered, their  successors  in  office  will  be  encouraged  in  their 
labors  of  the  ensuing  year  by  an  immediate  and  heahy

"  When  leaving  the  home  of  their  fathers  the  sons  of 
St.  George,  ever  jealous  of  their  peculiar  characteristics, 
and  desiring  to  maintain  their  cherished  nationality,  were 
formed  into  a  Society  for  the  maintenance  of  social  and 
friendly  intercourse  with  their  countrymen,  and  associated 
in  that  kindly  compact  for  the  performance  of  charitable 
and  benevolent  deeds,  so  that  in  a  distant  and  strange  land 
the  wanderer  might  find  a  home,  the  stranger  a  friend,  and 
the  bereaved  widow  and  helpless  orphan  be  saved  from  the 
blast  of  a  cold  and  inhospitable  world.  These  praiseworthy 
purposes  have  never  been  lost  sight  of  by  their  successors, 
and  while  we  submit  that,  as  an  Englishman,  you  must 
have  felt  grateful  pride  in  being  placed  at  the  head  of  a 
community,  having  in  view  the  furtherance  of  such  disin- 
terested and  laudable  objects,  we  assure  you  that  we  shall 
ever  advert  to  your  tenor  of  office  with  a  gratifying  know^ 
ledge  that  we  were  presided  over  by  one  who,  as  a  scholar 
and  a  gentleman,  pourtrayed  in  a  courteous  and  amiable 
disposition  the  noble  characteristics  of  an  English  worthy. 
*  "  The  year  which  is  jast  terminated  will  be  regarded  by 
the  Society  as  the  most  eventful  since  its  formation,  it  was 
signalized  by  an  unprecedented  influx  to  its  members  ;  it 
was  rendered  memorable  by  the  visit  of  the  first  Englishman 
of  the  land— our  illustrious  Prince  and  future  King,  and  it

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was  crowned  by  an  act  of  charity  that  gladdened  the  hearts 
and  cheered  the  homes,  not  only  of  our  distressed  Country- 
men, but  extended  its  influence  to  the  relief  of  the  poor, 
and  indigent,  irrespective  of  country,  creed  or  calling.  Upon 
these  occasions,  end  on  nwny  roinor^  b^t  not  unimportant 
ones,  we  were  always  supported  by  your  energy  and  judg- 
ment, and  we  desire  to  express  our  regret  that  you  now 
relinquish  that  position  which  has  rejected  sucji  hoRor  on 
yourself  and  credit  to  the  Society. 

"  We  would  solicit  the  acceptance  of  the  accompanying 
retiring  officer's  medal,  assuring  you  of  our  hearty  desire 
that  you  may  be  long  spared  to  hold  it  as  a  token  of  the 
gratitude  and  regard  now  extended  to  you  by  your  country- 
men, and  to  wear  it  as  a  member  of  that  Society  whose  every 
efort  will  be  to  preserve  intact  our  national  supremacy,  to 
support  and  maintain  our  free  and  British  institutions,  and 
bj  the  assistance  of  ^im  who  is  the  author  of  all  good, 
righteously  to  perform  those  Diyine  precepts  so  mercifully 
established  and  so  forcibly  enjoined,  to  feed  the  I^ungry, 
clothe  the  naked,  comfort  the  sick,  relieve  the  oppressed^ 
and  visit  th^  fatherless  children  and  widows  in  their 
affliction.*'
